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So phisticates Abro ad 
There continues to be among Americans a 
g reat faith in the power of observation to alter 
faulty opinions. They firmly believe that the 
best way to find the answers is to g o look for 
them at the scene of the problem. 
Walter Reuther, president of United Auto 
Workers, is g oing to Eng land. He will represent 
the C. I. O. at a meeting to org anize a g lobal 
federation of trade unions—part of free labor’s 
answer to the Communist conspiracy to domin­ 
ate union org anizations. 
While he is in Eng land, Mr. Reuther, an ex ­ 
traordinarily intellig ent man, will dig est a g reat 
deal of information about labor unions under the 
dictatorship of a socialist g overnment. This will 
have a powerful impact on his thinking . He will 
comprehend, if he hasn’t comprehended it before, 
that socialism and unionism are not compatible. 
When politicians make all the decisions, there’s 
no place for union leaders, no room for collective 
barg aining , in fact no one to barg ain with, ex ­ 
cept politicians. 
Mr. Reuther and the other hig hly informed 
and politically sophisticated men who will look 
at unionism under socialist dictatorship abroad 
cannot escape the conclusion that the United 
States has nothing to g ain by importing that 
old-world arrang ement. The only way they could 
escape it would be by embracing socialism them­ 
selves, in which case they ’d no long er be union­ 
ists. 


No w Or Nev er 
This is the last chance to say something nice 
about Indian summer. Because if the best wea­ 
ther any one can remember in November were to 
last any long er than it already has lasted, it 
would be a false spring , instead of a false summer. 
Indian summer, some authorities insist, can­ 
not be defined. It is in some respects a state of 
mind. But there is g eneral ag reement that the 
state of mind is likeliest to occur after the first 
snowfall and just before winter settles down in 
earnest—a lull before the storm. These speci­ 
fications have been met. The lull before the 
storm has almost convinced every body that the 
storm isn’t g oing to happen. 
Dandelions have bloomed. Tulips planted too 
shallow have sprouted. In the swamps, frog s 
have been fooled into thinking it was the first 
warm spell in March. Auto radiators fortified 
ag ainst temperatures of 10 below have been va­ 
porizing their precious fluid in temperatures of 
7 0 above—and hig her. The call of the g reat out­ 
doors has been sirenish; there have been prob­ 
lems of discipline. And it has been wonderful. 
Even if it’s all over when this reaches print, it has 
been wonderful—and much too g ood for the 
Indians who couldn’t have appreciated it half as 
much as their white brothers with the threat of 
a coal shortag e to make Indian summer mean 
something . 
-------------- o— — 
This One's Different 
Harry Bridg es, Australian-born strong man 
of a left-wing union and one of this country ’s 
friendliest of fellow travelers, is on trial ag ain 
for being what he is. But this trial’s different. 
Bridg es is accused of being a liar. 
In 1945 Bridg es applied for naturalization 
papers. He was asked if he had been a member 
of the Communist party in the United States. He 
answered ‘’no.** 
If the correct answer to the q uestion was “y es,” 
Bridg es committed perjury . If he committed per­ 
jury , his citizenship was obtained incorrectly , 
and he reverts to his previous status as an alien. 
As an alien with a conviction of perjury stand­ 


ing ag ainst him, Bridg es then could be sent back 
to Australia. All this would be leg al and proper. 
The q uestion of his ideolog y wouldn’t even come 
into the picture. 
As was true in the trial of the 11 Communists 
in New York, the issue wouldn’t be whether or 
not membership in the Communist party was a 
crime ag ainst society . That continues to be de­ 
batable in the United States. It is not a crime 
to belong to the party . But the New York trial 
established that it’s a crime to enter into a conspi­ 
racy to teach and advocate the overthrow of the 
g overnment of the United States. And the trial 
of Harry Bridg es may remind all Americans that 
it’s still a crime to commit perjury in the course 
of throwing public authorities into confusion. 
That may make a deep impression on a number 
of labor leaders who recently have been climbing 
oven one another to make affidavits under the 
Taft-Hartley act. In their anx iety to q ualify 
themselves as non-Communists, sofne of them may 
have q ualified themselves as perjurers.

Taft Feels GOP 
Could Win Today 


COLUMBUS, Nov. 16— (AP)— 
U. S. Sen. Robert A. Taft (R- 
Ohio) said the Republicans would 
win the 1950 election—if it were 
held today . 
The campaig ning senator made 
that assertion in an interview 
preceding his first speech of the 
day —a noon luncheon of the Ohio 
Council of Retail Merchants y es­ 
terday . 
“If the election were held to­ 
day ,” said Taft, “the Republicans 
would win.” 
Taft said he was well satisfied 
with the results of his tour of 
Ohio, in which he has covered 52 
counties in 11 weeks. He said 
he felt confident he had made 
considerable prog ress in courting 
the support of the labor unions’ 
rank-and-file. 
The Republicans, said 
Taft, 
“will have their strong candidates 
coming up for election nex t y ear,” 
and that in the 1948 elections the 
Democrats were “fortunate to 
have their strong men up for 
election.” 
He cited as an ex ample of 
Democratic g ood fortune the 19 48 
race in Ohio, where the Republi­ 
cans lost five cong ressional seats 
because of the strong candidacy 
of Gov. Frank J. Lausche. 
Senator Taft, however, q uickly 
added the adoption of the Massa­ 
chusetts or office-ty pe ballot at 
last week’s election in Ohio near­ 


ly nullified any effect the candi­ 
dacy of Governor La&che mig ht 
have on the 1950 election. 
“We must put on a strong 
campaig n ag ainst the Truman 
prog ram,” said Taft. “I think the 
Republicans can carry the house.” 


Men Outnumber Girls 
In Ohio 's Co lleg es 
COLUMBUS, 
Nov. 16—There 
now are twice as many men as 
women in Ohio’s 46 colleg es. 
State Education Director Cly de 
Hissong 
said 
today a 
survey 
showed Ohio’s total colleg e en­ 
rollment to be 110,37 3 students— 
7 7 ,636 men and 32,7 37 women. 
Dr. Hissong said the survey wras 
made by Harold J. Bowers, chair­ 
man of the department’s, division 
of teacher education. 
The survey also showed that 
about one-six th of Ohio’s colleg e 
students are preparing for teach­ 
ing careers. 
There are 9,231 women and 9,- 
042 men in educational training . 
“We need them all,” Dr. His­ 
song ex plained, “but we are g et­ 
ting more hig h school teachers 
than we need and too few ele­ 
mentary teachers.” He continued: 
“In terms of demand for teach­ 
ers, three out of four should be 
preparing for elementary teach­ 
ing , but the ratio 
is 
just 
re­ 
versed.”

For this reason, a number of 
educational prog rams have been 
Sig g ested. Modern doctors believe 
that the woman who understands 
the process of labor and knows 
that she herself can play an active 
and helpful role will find it much 
less try ing than the one who ap­ 
proaches it unprepared. 
An educational 
prog ram 
in 
which these factors are emphasiz­ 
ed has been set up in New Haven, 
Connecticut, 
by 
Drs. 
Herbert 
Thoms and Frederick W. Good­ 
rich, Jr. 
Attend Classes 
Their patients are invited to at­ 
tend classes where they are in­ 
structed in anatomy and the body 
processes during preg nancy and 
labor. The effects of tension and 
anx iety are pointed out. The wo 
men are then trained in the use 
of certain muscles to aid the na­ 
tural forces of labor, as well as 
in muscular relax ation. 
The ex ercises used increase the 
streng th and efficiency of the 
muscles of the back and abdomen 
and promote phy sical relax ation. 
Many of the patients who fol­ 
lowed this prog ram went throug h 
childbirth 
with the 
minimum 
amount of help. Others found 
difficulty in relax ation and had 
a g reat deal of pain. However, 
these latter patients responded 
well to the measures employ ed by 
the nurse or phy sician which con 
sisted in aiding them to put into 
practice the method of relax ation 
they had previously learned. Of 
156 patients who followed this 
prog ram, results were ex cellent 
or g ood in 8 out of 10. 


It would appear that when the 
mother-to-be understands the nor­ 
mal body processes of preg nancy 
and childbirth, which can be 
taug ht to her by phy sicians or 
nurses, anx iety and fear are re­ 
duced. 
Furthermore, 
ex ercises 
carried out reg ularly definitely 
aid in the muscular efforts req uir­ 
ed in childbirth.

relax ation seems to be of value

in reducing pain and aiding the 
natural processes.

E. D. S.: How soon does a can­ 
cer develop after leucoplakia has 
occurred?

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—(AP) 
—A strike of 2,000 AFL deck of­ 
ficers on 500 vessels ply ing th e 
Atlantic and Gulf of Mex ico sea- 
lanes was narrowly av erted late 
last nigh t by government inter­ 
vention. 
A truce for at least one week— 
but more probably for 30 day s— 
was agreed upon an h our before 
th e AFL Masters, Mates and Pi­ 
lots were to walk off passenger 
and dry cargo vessels of th e 38 
companies represented by th e 
American Merch ant Marine In­ 
stitute. 
Federal mediators wh o stepped 
into th e 
dispute 
on 
Monday , 
weary from tussles with coal 
and steel strikes, proposed th e 
truce. It was accepted to allow 
more time for th e parties to set­ 
tle th eir differences over h iring 
arrangements demanded by th e 
union, and 16 oth er contract is­ 
sues. 
Th e union wanted a rotation 
sy stem of h iring, by wh ich av ail­ 
able work would be sh ared in 
turn by q ualified men listed in 
h iring h alls. Th ese are a sort of 
union employ ment bureau, sup­ 
ply ing men for sh ip jobs. One 
union-sough t result of a rotation 
sy stem would be to give aging 
sea captains and mates th e same 
ch ance at work th at would be 
granted y oung graduates of th e 
Merch ant Marine academy . 
Frank J. Tay lor, president of 
th e American Merch ant Marine 
institute, told reporters th e sh ip 
owners were opposed to th e h iring 
of officers by rotation because 
th ey wanted to be free to pick 
th e men wh o would be th eir own 
representativ es in ch arge of v al­ 
uable properties.

making up the difference be­

The pension formula, which 
figures in collective bargaining 
between companies and unions in 
steel, coal and other industries, 
generally guarantees at least 100 
a month to 25-year employes who 
retire at 65. Proportional guaran­ 
tees are provided for

w ith lesr, seniority. 
As time goes on, the employe 
w ill foot a larger share of his 
pension b ill. 
Under 
legislation 
which is virtually 
assured 
of 
congressional approval next year, 
tfce company w ill pay less of the 
cost. 
That factor, government econo­ 
mists believe, has put 
a 
good 
share of the nations basic indus­ 
try behind the drive for increased 
social security benefits. It works 
this way: 
Each employe now pays one 
per cent of his paycheck—up to 
$3,000-a year — to the govern­ 
ment’s social security fund. For 
many factory workers that means 
a $30 annual contribution to the 
social security treasury. The em­ 
ployer matches this contribution. 
In January, under present law, 
that percentage w ill be increased 
to 1*6. Many industrial workers 
w ill then be paying $45 a year 
into the fund. 
W ill Be Increased 
Under 
a 
house-passed 
b ill 
which the senate w ill consider 
early next year, those contribu­ 


tions to the social security fund 
and the fund’s monthly 
retire­ 
ment benefits paid after 65 w ill 
be increased. 
Contributions to the fund by 
employer and employe would be 
boosted by easy stages under the 
house-passed b ill until they hit 
3*4 per cent in 1970. The $3,000 
wage base would be increased to 
$3,600. 
Benefits would increase by an 
average of 70 per cent. The so- 
called basic retirem ent benefit, 
now pegged at $26, would go up 
to $45 under the new program, 
and other benefits, for depend­ 
ents and the like, would also be 
increased. 
As those benefits are increas­ 
ed, companies committed to pri­ 
vate 
pension 
guarantees 
w ill 
have to pay less to fill in the gap 
between the social security pay­ 
ments and their own monthly re­ 
tirem ent schedules.

Gilzenberg, a short, somewhat 
rou nd man who is almost nev er 
at a loss for words, adv ances sev ­ 
eral reasons why his match pit­ 
ting Gene (Mr. America) Stanice 
against Antonio Rocoa drew ov er 
8 ,000 last Oct. 28 , while the New­ 
ark Bears had crowds in the 
hu ndreds. 
“If y ou hav e what the cu s­ 
tomers want, y ou hav e to tu rn 
them away ,” he mu sed philoso­ 
phically . “Gu y s come to the tic­ 
ket window at my wrestling 
match and say , ‘what th e 
am 
I doing here? My wife (or girl 
friend) wants to see these bu ms 
—so giv e me two tickets.’ ” 
“ Another thing is showman­ 
ship,” Willie continu ed withou t 
a pau se. “One time I’m in Boston 
with my wrestler, Tony Galento. 
The bou t is a little du ll, so I ju mp 
into the ring and take a poke at 
one of the biggest gorillas in the 
wrestling bu siness. Of cou rse I 
don’t actu ally hit him, becau se 
I’m not crazy , bu t the crowd 
thou ght it was wonderfu l.” 
A nativ e of this indu strial-shop­ 
ping center city ju st across the 
meadows from New York, Willie 
claims that his formu la inclu des 
an ability to “feel the pu lse of 
the people in Newark.” He point- 
| ed ou t that Parke Carrol, Newark 
Bears’ 
general 
manager, 
was 
greatly handicapped in his efforts 
to get ou t patrons becau se of his 
newness here. Carroll was trans­ 
ferred from Kansas City to New­ 
ark by the parent New York Yan­ 
kees. 
Newark people don’t want to 
see a farm clu b, when they can get 
in a car and driv e ov er to New 
York for the big team,” he said. 
The now defu nct Newark football 
Bears, a farm clu b of the Chicago 
Bears football team, had the same 
trou ble, he added. 
How abou t box ing? 
This qu ery brou ght a look of 
dismay to Gilzenberg, who gav e 
u p try ing to promote box ing here 
becau se, he say s, “y ou can’t make 
a liv ing from losing money .”
